being the first University in Canada to 
have a Department of Chinese Studies. 

The real beginning of the foundation 
of this department can be traced back to 
the establishment of the Gcst Chinese Lib- 
rary, at McGill some years ago. From a 
humble beginning the Gcst Library has 
gradually increased in size until now it is 
recognized as one of the most outstanding 
collections of . Chinese literature in the 
world. It was only natural that when the 
Gest Library had reached such imposing 
proportions that it should be put to some 
use that would be of benefit to the students 
of the Universi.v. The best way to utilize 
this library to its fullest extent would be 
to open a course in Chinese Studies and 
accordingly Dr. Kang>hu was invited to 
come to McGill and conduct such a course. 

With such an admirable beginning 
made and with so much enthusiasm al- 
ready shown by the students in wishing to 
take this course, it indeed bodes well for 
the success of the department and also for 
the establishment of other similar courses 
in the near future. 



Gentralised 
Deceutralisatioii 

The policy of the McGill Daily is sup- 
IJjosed to be one unbiased and as we now 
unfold the policy of the paper for the com- 
ing session, it will be seen that we have 
stood fast by this rule. There are two 
ideas prevailing among students as to how 
student affairs should be run, and the 
Daily intends to condemn and commend 
both of them. 

The general run of college election 
jturns on no definite platform, and up till 
« few years ago McGill's elections were as 
they should be, with the candidates hem- 
ming and hawing on the dais in the baJl- 
room, and finally stuttering out that they 
saw Tio reason for a definite platform — 
and so they had none. But at last it was 
decided that the vote at McGill Elections 
;was too small, and that a little excitement 
might be added to the show if there were 
Ectually a split in policy, and if the two 
siiaes advanced platforms opposed to one 
another. Looking around for an issue to 
Idb'ide on, they finally decided to make the 
iamount of centi'alisation in the organisa- 
.tion of campus activities the boue of con- 
tention. Foi- quite a while now the decen- 
tralisationists have ruled. They have right 
on their side. But so have the centralisa- 
tipnists. 

' There are several organisations under 
the Students' 'Council, but let us take as a 
typical one, the Scarlet Key Societj', They 
elect their own officers and manage their 
own affairs with a free hand. The Coun- 
cil has a nominal check over them in the 
right to veto any changes in their constitu- 
; tion. but when changes were sent up for 
ratification last .year, the Council, think- 
ing that the Society should be granted full 
iEreedom to change its organisation, did 
3iot even discuss the changes before rati- 
fying them. The member of the Council 
,who represents the Key's interests is no- 
thing more than a connecting link. Thus 
the only way in which the Council controls 
the Key is in iiandling its finance to a cer- 
tain extent. This is an example of decen- 
tralisation. Another is that freedom of 
opinions in the Daily, by virtue of which 
we are now .saying exactly what we please. 

But let us now take another exapiple. 
There is a small group of enthusiasts at 
McGill who call themselves the League of 
Nations Club. Their insignificance is often 
sneered at, but they have helped to a great 
ejçitpjit to put McGill on the map. Last year 
-they scraped hard, and finally managed, 
without official outside help, to send three 
delegates to the Model League Assembly in 
Toronto. Not satisfied with acting as a 
mere minor factor thi.s year, tliey are hop- 
ing to run the Model Assembly in Moyse 
Hall. As things stand now, the undertak- 
injg mu.st be looked after entirely by theii' 
own resources. They could run their show 
a good deal more easily if they were taken 
under the Council, But this would be cen- 
tralisation. 

Now having outlined a case of decen- 
tralisation and one of centralisation, and 
believing tlie merits of one to weigh about 
evenly with the merits of the other, we be- 
lieve that neither of there slogans can be 
used as a policy in all cases. It sh^ll thus 
be our aim to condemn any who, believing 
fanatically in one, .shall neglect to use the 
other when they sliould. We staiid for a 
^gathering in of all student activities under 
a central body, but we also stand for a 
'freedom of all subsidiary bodies in their 
Oif/n sphere. Our policy is one of' central- 
ised decentralisation.

August 23i-d., marked the climax of 
the greatest sports week that Canada has 
ever known, when athletes from 10 coun- 
tries in the British Empire gathered at 
Hamilton, Ontario, to compete in the 
genesis of what is likely to become a quad- 
rennial affair, the British Empire games. 

It was a remarkable week, and a great 
many who journeyed to the Ambitious 
Citj', even from as far as New Zealand, 
just to view the proceedings, were kept in 
a high pitch pfïStcitement for eight days, 
as 11 Canadian records, and one world's 
record fell before the onslaught of the 
cream of the empire's athletes. 

It was a great success, and an honor to 
Canada, and to the city of Hamilton, that 
the effort should have been made at all. 
The result of it all may be that the British 
Empire will cease to compete in Olympic 
games, and confine its international ath- 
letic aspirations wthin the bounds of the 
countries who are proud to nestle beneath 
the Union Jack. The lack of all hard feel- 
ing, and any aftermath of squabbling that 
has become the heritage of the Olympic 
games/'was noticeable rto all. It-.was with a 
feeling of intense pride that all those who 
witnessed the games watched 11 great 
English speaking: nations battle in such a 
sporting spirit, 

England Lead Empire 

England's strong representation of nearly 100 
athletes piled up the largest point total of any 
country, -with Canada close behind. Here again 
there wae no dissatisfaction when the honours fin- 
ally fell to the Motlier Country, but on the other 
hand, everyone was glad to see England toj) the 
list. Arn\ing days late on account of a rough 
crossing, and foggy weather, the Old Countrymen 
were forced to step out on the track the opening 
day with little, or no practice, Beneath their belts- 
and bodies, w-hich ordinarily -would have been lithe 
and conditioned, were stiff and sore. When the first 
event of the proeram, tin.- "JJO yard hurdles, was 
announced there were many who -fcurcd for J-iOrd 
JJavid Burghley, and his cohorts.

"The Christian l^urposo and tho Mt)dcrn World," was the thentc of tho 
fAOicring tht« year on the Bhorcs of famous I^ako Joseph, approximately n 
fc*nt1red a«fl fifty students taklne part In the rtls«:rt>is!on croups, fonims, nnd 
Rddre.ssos, which, loavonort with .in ,TilmixtU'-c of vPore.Ttlon and .sporl, fully 
•empled tho limo of tho dcleBatos from the time the hoat first touched the 
iS\f:'.n Ho\ise wharf until they rcgrotfiiUy packed their bacs to Jeavo.

riresscs interpreted various aspects of 
Modern society and tlioupht in Hpht 
•t the Christian ideals and tholstic

fj^ffljESpllcge, Professor Angus, of 
O^^rldso, Dr. Bruce Ourrie, of 
Vnlon Theoloeical Seminary. Dr. Wal- 
îftee, new Chancellor of Victoria Uni- 
vorslLy, University of Toronto, Dr. 
Thomas of the Dominion Board of 
ïtellfrious Education, Troiessor Have- 
Jock, tTiil^orslty of^Toronto, F. .1. 
Moore, and Mrs, Induk Kim, of Korea, 
M'ornines were taken tip with dls- 
•usftlon groups .nnd forums, cveninErs 
.•were given to the addresses, vliile 
the afternoons were free for sport 
»n(J whatever one desired to do. 
Evening Sessions 
■ During tho evening sessions the 
Jtnusual strength of the leadership 
made apparent, .is the different 
leaders took advantape of the time 
allotted to them to deal with various 
Aspects of present day civilisation In 
the light of a Christian purpose. 

The first two evenings were given 
e Dr. Hodpc'kin. .Tuthor and scholar, 
man who hap been in China for a 
utnbcr of years, a praduBto of Cani- 
)rldge, and at present the head of 
he new graduate school at Haver- 
orâ University. Dr. Hodgekin opened 
he series of meetings with a prc- 
iminaxy discussion of the theme. 

urlng the first night he dealt chiefly 
vlth the development of a discussion 
to a consideration of a unity and 
purpose In the Universe, leading to 

cojic^tjon^ of an Intelligent^ and 

jurposeful order. The second night he 
ntroduoed the idea o£ a Christian 
lurposc of tilings. 

Professor Angus of Cambridge, well 
:no\vn now to Canadian S.C.M circles 
:lncc his visit to Canada two years 
go, dealt In a succeeding address 
vlth the primary needs for in- 
tellect, courage, and friendship, in 
,the modern world. "The race may not 
,'always go to the swift," he pointed 
out, "But it never goes to the stupid;" 
He spoke of the strangeness of the 
^apparently prevailing idea that God 
prefers morons. The world today has 
three great needs, he stated. Wealth 
ntuBt be more evenly distributed, 
disease must be combattcd, and vàr 
eliminated. To the speaker, these 
things could only be accomplished 
through a Christian approach ol the 
problems. 

Dr. Thomas, who spoke on the same 
occasion as Professor Angus, talked 
on the problem of alcoholism in the 
modern world, with particular lefor- 
cnce to Canada. Dr. Tliomas sp-jke 
vlth Jlrst hand authority, as he has 
recently conducted a survey of the 
(luestlon in Canada. His talk was il- 
lustrated with a number of charts 
Illustrating tho curves of liquor and 
vino consumption in relation ti,o 
war, to legislation, and the relation 
of crime and assault to consumption. 
He was able to bring out the fact that 
it is not principally the Immoderate 
use of alcoiiol Ilia! i.'-; rcsponslble for 
the evils iiLtendunt on drinking, but 
the le8.scned self control that follows 



wen .1 small amount of drink that Is 
tlnngerous. 

Dr. W.iUaoe of Vlolorla X'lilvprslty 
dealt w;ith 'the- educational vnhies in 
relation <to-vi>eiipoilsll>llit\o» of the 
adult generation to the**- younger 
generation. Dr. Cnesldy, nf tho dep.-irt- 
ntcnt of Kconomlcs of iho Untvcrslt,v 
of Toronto, dealt with the ceonomlo 
.Tspect of the modern problem. He 
deplored the over prevalence of ma- 
toil.Tlisttc values in the foundation of 
^tiodern business Intercourse and cited 
tho example of some ot the patent 
medicines, their exploitation ntui nd- 
vertislng, and the amount of money 
th.Tl i.s spent yearly on products that 
.arc valueless. In illustration of his 
point that our materialistic values 
venders such .t procedure a legitimate 
business undertaking as long as it 
wns profitable. 

One of tho evenings was devoted to 
International, when Mrs. Induk Ivim, 
of 'Korea, dealt with the problems of 
her own nnhappy country. Miss Kung, 
of Chln.T dealt with .tffalrs relating to 
China and Chinese ways. 

Study Groups 

Much ot the Interest Centred in the 
morning programme, when the dele- 
gates were split up into sni.Tll proiips. 
each with n leader and .1 particular 
theme for discussion. Dlsctission was 
fast and debate keen in the informal 
atmosphere of the groups, and many 
were Introduced to new conceptions 
of old themes that provided much 
food for future thought. Two of the 
most popular were Dr. Currle's group 
and Professor Angus', each of whom 
dealt with various aspects of religious 
belief in the light ofif6i'o^6rii knowl- 
eScc and ideas. Other groups were 
conducted by Professor Havelock, F, 
3. Moore, H- R- G.-Avlson, Jean Hut- 
chison, and Miss Kllpatrlck, of the 
University of Toronto, and dealt with 
various aspects;^ of ^^the life of Jesus, 
the part of Missions 3n world develop- 
ment, and modern belief. 

The forum which was held each day 
after study, groups were over was 
given , over to Dr. Bruce Curry, well- 
known leader of student thought, and 
a member of the staff of Union Theo- 
logical fieminary. lie dealt with the 
different ruinta of religious views of 
the d^y, i;'id ended tlie series with a
